We believe this will make 
the catalog more interesting and useful to the general reader, and too, that it will 
assist the purchaser in his selections. 


We encourage all prospective purchasers to investigate the breeding of the 
plants offered in this catalog as we have done before the crosses were made. We 
feel that the major point of any breeders program should be the use of stud plants 
that have proven their worth. 


The fancier will find a complete range of colors, varieties, and seasons of 
bloom. Many of the crosses are bred along proven lines so as to minimize the 
amount of speculation, with others such as the Ble. C. Cliquot cross, though we 


are sure there will be many unusual things, we can only generalize as to season 
and color range.
